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DESCRIPTION. 



A LL of the lumber, both for outside and inside work and frame, 
•£*- is thoroughly kiln-dried. The inside lining is made of care- 
fullyselected spruee novelty matched sheathing, smoothlyandbeau- 
tifnlly wprkted, the surfaee next frame being coyered with a very 
heavy sheathing paper which we have made especially for our use, 
and the lining is then nailed seeurely to a strong frame, securely 
fastened with screws and glue. Thc outer case, of pine or ash, 
lined with sheathing paper, is also nailed to frame in same manner. 
The nails used throughout are of steel wire, which does not split 
tlie wood, and being barbed, hold the wood nrmly in place. 

The additional labor required to build on a frame is vcry ex- 
pensire when compared with the many cheap goods that are put 
together in the same numner as packing boies, and gives a most 
iraportant teature to our goods, viz. : uurability. (t Those goods 
are buiU to stay" is a frequent criticism of mechanics. 

No tilling is used, and as will be readily notieed, this leaves a 
complete dead air space between the double walls, rendered air- 
tight by the heavy sheathing paper. Dead air is conceded to be 
the best known non-conductor of heat and cold. Thus, no elmr- 
coalorother iilling being required, consequently the walls do not 
become foul by absorption, as is the case where nMling is used. 

The inside lining of spruce (so largely used when it can be 
obtained, as the sweetest wood known for butter tubs) is eovered 
with two coats of pure grain alcohol shellac, expressly prepared by 
us for this purpose. This preserves the wood and prevents any 
drippings froin food penetrating it. 

That we can use kiln-clricd spruce for a lining, should be a 
sameient guarantee of the dryness. Most refrigerators are ?ieces- 
8ari% lined with zinc or galvanized iron, to prevent the wood from 
becoming saturated with their combined vapors, but the action of 
the gases soon removes the smooth surface of metallic linings, form- 
ing eavities which become Alled with deposits that no scouring or 
scrubbing will reinove, 

The shelves in all stylcs of our refrigerators are made of the 
very best roek maple and birch, which are preferable to any kind 
of metallic or slate shelt' that can be devised.

tightly ever put before the public. Tliey are handsomely tin- 
ished and the savingof ice thereby effeeted eannot be controverted. 
In Refrigeratora as previously constructed, upon opening the pro- 
vision apartment the ice was exposed to a direct current of warm air, 
and all of the cold air contained in the Refrigerator, being heavier| 
passed out, and was replaced by warm air from the outside, thus 
neeessitating the refrigeration of the entire interior eaeh time the 
provision apartment was opened, neeessarily eausing a needless 
waste of iee, 

This great waste of ice is obviated in our family Refrigera- 
tors (style Cj by the use of our 

PATENT AUTOMATIC DAMPER, ' 

whieh instantly closes the air passage leading from the provision 
apartment to tlie ice cliamber, whenever either of the doors to the 
provision apartment is opened, the design being to shield the ice 
from the current of taarm air, which would otherwise rush in to fill 
thevacancy caused by the cold air rushing out. TJpon openin* 
any of the doors t;o the provision apartments the damper is auto* 
matically closed, the circulation then ceases, and tliecold air within 
the ice chamber is retained until the door is again closed, which 
automatically opens the damper and allows the circulation to be 
resnmed, the intensely cold air which has becn in contact with the 
ice durmg the time the door to provision apartment remained open 
ms antly takes the place of the warmer air just admitted, thus 
ooohng the provis„m apartment much quicker than would have 
been poss^ble had the circulation been permitted to continue dur- 
ing the , time the door remained open, allowing the air throughout 
theRefrigerator to become nearly of the same temperature as the 
outside atmosphere, necessitating its re-ref rigeration with a corre- 
spondmg destruction of ice. 

A more even temperature is thus maintained throughout the Re- 
ngerator than is possible without the use of a damper to obstruct 
tlie circulation, as above deseribod. 

No other Rerrigerators have these or similar devices for econ- 
omy in the use of ice.

The above cut represente our Chest style of Kefrigerator. The outside 
caee is built <>f pine, tinished In Lmitation of oak. 

This should not be confounded with the cominon Ice Box, universally 
ttiade by uther manufacturers, as thc interior arrangements are on a new and 
entirely diilerent plan. The ice is kept in a sejwirate compartment, aud the 
arrangcment is such as to give a good circulation of cold, dry air. 

Il is provided with nicely rlnished, adjastable hardwood shelves, and is a 
niodel for convenience. It is built on a frame, like all of our other Retrigera- 
tors; has two thlckhesses <>(' sheathing. and walls insnlated in the best manner. 
It is, of conrse, more expensive to build than the common ice bexes, which 
are tacked together iu tbe saine nianner as a packing box, and the inetallie 
liniiig set into them. We decline to nianufacture packing boxes, line them 
with zinc, and sell them for Refrigerators.

"C, w Nos, 1 and 2, which are motlel Refrigerators for house- 
keepers' use, and are without a peer for durability, convenience. 
preserring properties, and eoonomy in use of ice. 

The upper provision cotnpartment is provided with three ad- 
justable rock maple and birch shelves. Below, there is a large 
storage capacity for meats, butter, etc. The lower door to a No. 
'2 wilJ admit a large creamery tub of butter. It is provided with 
the Automatic Valve, for closing the passage leading from provi- 
sion room to ice chamber» described on page 7. The outside case 
is built of white pine, handsomely ftnished in imitation of oak. It 
has turned rock maple legs, which screw firmly into two-inch 
elm blocks. and are proyided with a very heavy caster. Tlie doors 
are fitted with elastic packing, and handsomely nickeled Lever 
Wedge Fastoners and heavy hinges.

THE cut shown upon opposite page is our style "C, M Nos. 3 and 
4. The eonstruction and nnish throughout is the sameas style 
"C," No. 1 and 2, described on page 18, except that these sizes 
have two doors to lower provisioh room. It is handsomely nnished 
in imitation ol oak. These snses are designed for large families, 
restaurants, and hotels, and are very conveniently arranged, having 
three provisidn shebres in the upper provision compartment. It 
is provided with the automatic valve for closing thc pass&ge lead- 
ing 1'mm provision room to ice ehamber, as described on page 7. 
Theyare frequently built to ordcr with an additiomd ice door in 
the back, so that the Bef rigerator can be set in a partition and iced 
from the back, for which an extra price of flve dollars net is 
charged. 

For a largc family Refrigerator it has no equal. 

This style was shown in the Government Exhibit at 
New Orleans, at the World>s Exposition, 1884-5, as 
their standard for hospital use, Medical Department, 
V. S, A. , and are extensively used by the TJ. S. Govern- 
men> in such hospitals.

Theyare handsomely tinished in Lmitation of oak; have nll the 
f eatures oi construction peculiar fco style "C. M 1 and 2 (tully de- 
scribed upon page 13). 

The lower provision rooin has two doors, admitting largest size 
creamery tub of butter, and contains a large amount of spare stor- 
age suitable for meat, etc. The upper pro*ision roora has two 
good-sized doors and is conveniently arranged with sfaeives; has the 
automatic damper, for economy in the use of ice (fully set forth 
upon page 7). It is provided with heavy anti-friction piano casters, 
set in elm blocks and trimmed with heavy nickeled Lever Wedge 
Fasteners ; doors fitted with elastic packing.

rpHE outside ease of the " Cold Wave m is made of white pine, 
J- finished in imitatiou of oak, with transfer burl panels. Tliis 
Refrigcrat.nr should not be comparcd with the innumerable Refrige- 
rators on the market which have a little tank for merely cooling 
water, as it is on an entirely different plan, a large iron tank being 
used, beautifully enaraeled on the oiitside, as well as on the inside. 

Tt is trimmed with our Patent Lever Wedge Pastencrs. Doors 
fitted with elastic packing. 

An air-tight Enameled [ron Tank for holding the ice and 
water is so arranged in the Ice Boom that an open space is left 
around its entire surfaee, the design being to use the whole of the 
cold outside surlace of Tank to condense the vapors antl gasea 
arising from provisions, thus producing exactly the siime rcsult as 
if the cold surface of the ice did the eondensing. Theairthen 
passing down through iee cluunber, circulating around the oiff- 
aide of Tank, all vapors and gases are condensed, lorraing in 
drops upon outside of Tank (iti the same manner that moisture of 
the atraosphere raay be observed to aceumulate in drdps upon out- 
side of an earthern, glass, or raetaliic vessel in which ice or cold 
water is contained, so noticeable in a warm day). These drops of 
moisture drip into a raetallic pan and pass off through waste pipe. 
The moisture and impurities having thus been condensed from the 
atmosphere, the remaining AIR hauing become cooled in the pro- 
cess, of course falls to the lowest point in the Refrigerator (a flue 
being prorided for the purpose), and it enters the prouision cham- 
ber PURE, COLD, AND DUY. 

The ice water accumulates from melting iee in sufficient quan- 
tities for ordinary use for drmking, and assists in cooling the tank, 
the temperature of ice water being about 33°. Ordinarily this 
cold ice water is not utilized in Refrigerators having water coolers. 
In Retrigerators having no sirailar water cooler, of course there is 
no oondensing beneflt derived whatever from ice water, as it passes 
off through waste pipe as soon as formed. 
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DIADEM, Nos. 1 , 2, 3, and 4.

HE following estract from a letter received from the Hospital 
Steward, l r . S. Marine Itospital, New Orleans, is oi interest:

« * * * The style you sent is catalogued as Grocer (k B," 
andisalarge, well proportioned Refrigerator, constructed of the 
best material, and with thorough workmanship. After being in 
ase an entire season, it is in as good eondition as when put in use. 
i have carefully tested it as to its economy of ice, dryness, and its 
capabilities of preserving meats, etc. During the months of April 
and May it consumed fifty pounds of ioe daily ; June, July,'August, 
and September, seventy-five pounds daily. The temperature 
averaged in the ice chest 38° Far.; in the lower closet, 42° Par.; 
and in the upper closet, 51° Far. These observations were an 
average of those taken for ten days, at 6 a.m,, witli the ice chest 
well tilled with ice, and after the Retrigĕrator had been closed 
throughout the night. 

ki It is perfectly dry. I have never been able to discover any 
moisture on the inside work, and salt placed therein was, at the 
end of fourteen days, as dry as when introduced. Prbm the day it 
was put in use until the present time, it has perfectly preserved all 
ineats, fish, milk, eggs, etc, that have been placed in it. I am 
perfectly satistled with its workings in every way. The amount of 
ice may at tirst glance seem large, but after considering the large 
size of the Refrigerator, the climate, etc, I cannot say that I think 
it too large.

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DESCRIPTION. 



THE cut upon the opposite page represents our style "A," espe- 
cially designed for the use of retail grocers aiid butter dealers. 
The two upper doors to provision room have substantial iron 
shelves attached, of sufficient si?e to receive a large creamery tub 
of butter, or a sixteen-inch cheese, with rooin to sparc and have a 
large storage capacity below. The shelt is beautifully enameled, 
admitting of no rust, and is preferable to slate, being more easiiy 
kept cleau. It is strongly braced and seeurely fastened to frame 
of door, and will easily hold up a heavier weight than a tub of but- 
ter. Verv heaw hinges are provided, especially designed for this 
purpose, and of'suffieient strength to sustain the shelf and con- 
tents, without spriuging or sagging the door. 

Cpon opening eitherof the doors, the shelf swings out with all 
ofits contents, tmd m inner door.automatic in itsaction. instanily 
closes the opening, thus premtiing any oiaterial change oftempera- 
ture taking place in the Refrigerator, and permithng whatener 
iime is dekredfor arrangiiuj or procuring articles therein stored, 
withaui rausinr/ any change of temperature, a feature which no 
other Retrigeratorhas, and onewhich is ofthe greatest importance; 
upon clomng the outside door the inner door at once stmngs auto- 
maticaUy back to itsplace. 

ne inside doors, hung with spring hinges, ahvays hemg closed 
whUe the ouirnde door is open. premnts the entrance of warm air 
while ihe butter is being shown or cut. 

The saving in the nse of ice that is thus eAEected admits of no 
discussion. It is a plain ease. Its utility for the purpose/designed 
has attracted a large demand. 

The outside case is built of white pine, nnished in imitation of 
oak. It has heavy anti-friction plane casters, set in hard wood 
blocks and heavily nickeled Lever Wedge Fasteners and Htnges, 
and the doors are ntted with elastic packing.

Thjs style h designed fcr grooers' ase, The ice door is in cen- 
ter of Etefngerator. The swirtging buttcr shelvcs with spring door 
mside are the same as those described in style "A" <m page :!» ■uid 
its tt.nsh is the same. It will eontain fonr large ereamery tnbs 
witli plenty of storage room below. The front is handsomely fin- 
ished and enables the grocer to retail from four different shelves 
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MOUNT MANSFIELD. 

This style is especially designed for Grocers' and 81110^6^8' uee, where 
several kinds of butter are retailed. There are two shelves for retailing from, 
holding four largest-size creamery tubs. The ehelves are the same as de- 
scribed in style Gilt Edge, page 29, and the finieh and trimmings are of a sim- 
ilar nature. 

The following butter tubs of the various sizes can be stored below, viz. : 5 
creamery tubs, 16H in. diameter; 7 60-lb. tubs \A% in. diameter; 8 50-lb. tubs 
H 1 ^ in. diameter: 12 40-lb. tubs I2I4 in. diameter; 15 30-lb. tubs 10M in diam- 
eter. The ice box is on the top, and extends the whole length of the Refrig- 
erator and contains a large quantity of ice. 

It is provided with doors to ice compartment at each end, and is very con- 
venient for nlling. The doors have two thicknesses of double-thick glass, for 
displaying contents, and heavy plate-glass shelves. 
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Two eliding shelves each 23x34; lower provi*ion doore, each pair, 18X34. 
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SHOW CASE. 

This style is designed for the use of Grocers, Confectiouers, Restaurants, 
Markets, etc, fot ad\ r ertising purposes. 

It is made with two thicknesses of gluss; a Krench plate outside, tightly 
packed with elastic packiug; a polished Frcnch plate mirror eoncealing the iee 
coinpartinent, und retieeting with fine eflect the articles displayed in liefriger- 
ator. If a freezing temperature is desired, it can easi]y be obtained. 

It is built of asb, handsomely nnished and ornameuted. 
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
